Deteriorating personal 
health compounds the prob- 
lems of the aged. Also, as the 
facuties and abilities of the 
aged decline, their housing 
needs change, and accom- 
modation that meets these 
needs at a cost within reach 
of the aged is scarce, Special 
services, such as home 
makers, counselling and rec- 
reation, are- also in . short 
supply. 

The average Canadian 
family has three to four 
children.

Rural-urban differences, and 
the differences between socio- 
economic classes, are still 
noticeable in all provinces-ex- 
cept Ontario and British 
Columbia.

The right-wing Lima press
